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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to a scal- 
able system chip (1) for coupling at least two 
data bus systems, with at least one transceiver 
(2; 3), integrated on the system chip, which is 
provided to create a coupling with a data bus of 
a first type, and with at least one controller (4), 
integrated on the system chip, to control at least 
one external transceiver (8; 9; 10), which is pro- 
vided for coupling with a data bus of a second 
type. 
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
